Did nqt I tell you Lich Conſcience? True it is, fm 
Conſcience told me, but I flighted Conference as a 
tbing of no Value or Account: Ah miſerable Man 
that I was, to fight this Vaice of Canſcience. 
Woe unto me, my uniſhment is leſs than my Ini- 
quities deſerve. Thus and thus wilt Men's i- 
ences deal with them before the Lord. 


When Peter had denied his Lord and Maſter, 
his Conſcience let him alone once, yea twice, but 
the third time the Cock crew, and Peter's Heart 
ſmote him for what he had done, and be went 
forth and Wept _ bitterly ; - Peter did not go about 
to ſtop the Mouth of his Conſcience as Frdas did, 
and o hang' d himſelſ; No, Peter cloſed with me 
Voice of his Conſcience, and fo by his true and 
unfeigned Repentance obtain'd Mercy, So likewiſe 
David, when the Frophet Nathan had, by the 
Parable of the Ew-Lamb, ſhewed him the Evil of 
his Sins, ,preſently David was convinced in his 
ſcience of the Horridneſs of his Sing. And Dawid - 
faid unto Nathan, I have finned againſt the Lord: 
Have mercy upon me O God, Tas he in the 
Pſalm of Repentance) according to; thy loving 
Kindngſs, and according to the multitude of th 
tender Mercies, blot out my Traaſgreſſions; Wa 
me thoroughly from my Iniquity, ang cleanſe me

their Ways, when their Conſciences tells them of 
it, how many Thouſands might be brought Home 


dy true Repentance to Life Eternal, who now run 
- headlong to the Pit of Deſtruction: I am perſuaded 


that many who cozen and cheat by undermining and 
overſelling, by uſing falſe Weights and Meaſures, 
cannot chuſe but meet with many checks from their 


Conſcience; O that Men would be convinced of 


this Evil. 


Hear this, O yea that Swallow up the Needy by 
falle Weights and Meaſures: O be convinced in
